OF EMBEZZLEMENT,
TAKES DISBARMENT

Richard A. Baron's Request
That Ruling Against Him
Be Made Absolute Grant-
ed by Court.

JTudge Parratl, of Court of Common
Fleas No, 2, todny made absolute a rule
taken for the disbarment of Richard A.

Barron, an attcrney with offiees In tha
Heal Estate Trust Bullding, Ho was be-
fore the Bonrd of Censora chargoed with
embezzlement of funds from an eitate of
wiiloh Justice Robert M. vori Moschgisker,
of the Supreme Court, and Henry P.

Blackburne, ars trustees. Barron studied
lnw In the same ofMoe with Justice von
Moschzisker severnl years ago.

The procecdings for Barron's disbar-
ment originated In a complaint sent the
foard of Censorst in a latter dated July
0 by Justice von Mosthzisker and his co-
trustes Bnckburne. The estate In which
Rarron milgappropriated funds was not
(iscloxed but it Is helleved to be the
Hinckburne Esinte, The protest agnainst
Hirron continuing the pmctice of an at-
tarney waa as follows,

Wa eamplaln agalnat Richard A, Bar-
ron, of the Philadelphia bur, who hns
represanted an estate for which we are
Lrusteos, In the ecapacity of an altornay
and agent for some yonrs, It has re-
contly been ascertained and brought to
our attention that Mr, Barron has de-
Hherately embezzied funds of sald estate,

r which fact he hax admitted In a written

statement showing hin defuleatlon; hae
hne wlso been pulity of other misap-
proprintions of funds entrusted to his

eare; therefore, we pray that proper
procoedings may be tnken for his dis-
barment Az one unfitted to occupy the

porition of attarney at law.'” .
The letter was slgned by Robert M. Von
Moschalaker and Henry P. Blackburne.

On the satne day Barron wrote to the
board, stating, A rule to show cause
in disharment proceedings against me

will bhe presented to the proper court,
I hitve no answer to make, and request
tha court having charge of the matter
to make the rule absolute.

Judge Barratt before taking action gave
Rarron opportunity to appear and purge
himsolf of the charges, The judge stated
that while an exanmple should be made
of an attorpney falthless in hlg trust to
his ellent and  the State, opportunity
should he afforded him to mike an eéx-
planation or show extenuating elrcums-
stanees. The order of disharment @& as
tollowa: “And now, September 23, 1914,
upen eonsidemtion of the foregoing petl-
tion and anawer, the court makes the
rule absolute and ordera the prothonotary

to senil a copy of the rule and this
decrea to all the courts'

MeNeal was hurled sovernl (feap
acrsa the Hoor of the burning garags
by an explosion of gasoline, suftering [
broken arm. Hughes went to the rescus :
of MeNeal and war cut and brutsed by
fNying riass and plaster,

The fira started at half-past 5 o'clock
this morning when the engine of the
automobile truck owned by J. C, Flsher,
an  expressman, backfired and ecaused
an exploalon. Tn an Instant the eap
wag ablnze, Young Mitten heard the
rxplosions and without walting to sx-
change streot clothing for his night
dress ran to the garaga and etarted to
tnke out motoroyeles, Ha succeeded in
eaving three,

Moran nnd MeLaughlin arrived a faw
minutes Inter and managed to get oul
n number of motor trucks, By the time
firemen arrlved the garags wisd burne
Ing Nercely and It was Impossible te
prevent the destruction of the bullding
and the cara etored In It. The famea
were not extingulshed untll shortly after
7 o'clock., By that time only the walle
of the garage were standing.
